Hopes, realities are different

When the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council meets in El Centro this 
Saturday, the main agenda item will 
be the status of Spanish-speaking 
Catholics in the diocese, something 
those active in~ Hispanic ministry 
requested themselves. 

With as many as one-half the 
Catholics in the diocese Hispanic, 
whether Spanish-speaking only or 
bilingual, they represent the largest 
identifiable ‘‘minority’’ within the 
local Church. What they want, and 
what they get, are often two different 
things. 

WHAT THEY want, more than 
anything else, is a tolerance for their 
own cultural and religious traditions. 
What they get instead, they often feel, 
is often. an attitude that they do not 
even exist in certain parishes, coupled 
with a ‘‘let-them-go-someplace-else’’ 
attitude when it comes to any number 
of things from Masses to religious 
education programs in Spanish. 


‘‘There are still parishes that do not 
see the need of ministering to 
Hispanics. Some others see the need, 
but they give it over to other parishes, 
which they see as national,’’ said 
Religious of Jesus and Mary Sister 
Alicia Salcido. ‘‘And those so-called 


national parishes are not meeting 


their needs because there is just too 
much to be done.”’ 


Sister Alicia is a consultant in the 
Office of Religious Education. 


Bt as 


Franciscan Father Rene Juarez, also 
a Spanish-speaking consultant and 
the author of a letter to the DPC 
which led to Saturday’s meeting, 
shares the same concern over the 
national parishes becoming almost 
dumping grounds for Hispanics from 
other parishes. 

“‘WE NEED tto reconcile the 
boundaries of the national parishes. 
They don’t serve the needs of the 
Spanish-speaking. There are just too 
many people for just a few churches.’’ 

Although there is a shortage of 
Spanish-speaking priests, deacons 
and Sisters in the diocese, there is an 
attitudinal problem which compli- 
cates the picture, noted Roberto 
Martinez, consultant for Hispanic 
evangelization. There are parishes 
which will not.recognize the presence 
of Hispanics, he said, and priests who 
“can’t relate to them, but at the same 
time, are not asking for help, either.’’ 


There is an attitude on the part of 
the English-speaking who feel that 
programs in Spanish are divisive or 
make for a church within the Church, 
said Armando Medina-Flores, Span- 
ish-speaking consultant with the 
Diocesan Office of Youth Ministries. 
““This is a very emotional question,”’ 
he admits, but underlying such an 
attitude, he added, is an insensitivity 
to another culture, another lifestyle.

Pope begins African trip 
to ‘strengthen the faith’

LAGOS, ‘Nigeria (NC) — Pope 
John Paul II, pastor of the world’s 
Catholic parish, left the ‘“‘rectory”’ 
again Feb. 12 and his parishioners in 
the African nation of Nigeria gave 
him a tumultuous welcome. 

The pope arrived in the Nigerian 
capital of Lagos at the start of a 
rigorous eight-day visit which is also 


scheduled to take him to Benin, Equa- - 


torial Guinea and Gabon.

Church in Poland 


trying new tactics

The early February visit of four top 
.Polish bishops to Rome left observers 
wondering if the country’s hierarchy, 
in conjunction with Polish-born Pope 
John Paul II, have decided on a new 
strategy of more dialogue and less 
confrontation in dealings with 
Poland’s martial law regime. 

Before the bishops arrived in Rome 
Feb. 4, both the bishops and the pope 
had frequently and _ bluntly 
denounced the rule of martial law, the 
internment of some 4,000 -labor 
leaders and other alleged dissidents by 
the military, and the suppression of 
Solidarity, the independent labor 
union that was the leading force for 
reform until the martial law 
crackdown in December. 


THE HIGH CHURCH figures 
came away from their round of secret 
meetings at the Vatican stressing 
dialogue and reconciliation. 
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THE POPE SAID he also came as 
“the friend and brother’? of all 
Nigerians. The ecumenical dimension 
of the papal visit was evidenced also 
in the countless thousands who lined 
every inch of the seven-mile papal 
route from the Lagos airport to the 
city’s National Stadium, where the 
pope celebrated Mass for a crowd 
estimated at 85,000. 


“‘Everyone is here’’ said an army 
officer helping to control the cheering 
but. respectful throng. ‘‘There are 
Catholics, Protestants, Moslems, 
people with tribal religions, 
everybody. Today it doesn’t matter. 
He’s the father of all of us and we 
want to see him.’’ 


In the evening speaking at the state 
house with Nigeria’s President Alhaji 
Shehu Shagari, a Moslem, and other 
government officials, the pope praised- 
Nigeria as a model for the rest of - 
Africa and for all the world for its 
devotion to democracy and its work in 
reconciling contending groups within 
its society and in welcoming refugees. 

NIGERIA, WHICH achieved its 
independence from Britain in 1960, 
saw more than a decade of civil strife 
including the secession of its eastern 
section of Biafra, which rejoined the 
nation after four years of warfare. 
The country also experienced several 
military coups. 


Shagari was elected to the pres- 
idency in 1979, and the country now 
has a civilian government modeled 
after the United States, something 
which stands out within Africa, where 
many countries are ruled by a one- 
party system or by military govern- 
ments. Nigeria has also stood strongly 
against the apartheid policy of South 
Africa and recently received 40,000 
refugees from Chad.

MURDERED — Christian Brother James A. 
Miller, 37, a missionary from Wisconsin was shot to 
death by four heavily armed men in the provincial 
capital of Huehuetenango, Guatemala. He was 
outside the boarding school where he taught when 
the hooded gunmen killed him; this brings to 14 the 
number of priests and Religious murdered or 
kidnapped in Guatemala in the past 18 months. 


FOUND — Trinitarian Father Simon Flores, 
who disappeared more than a month ago from. his 
parish in Laredo, Tex., placed a call from Atlanta to 
a fellow priest to say he was safe and would give an 
explanation in the near future. Father Flores’ 
disappearance launched a massive search by 
Mexican and American authorities along both sides 
of the Rio Grande, which turned up the decomposed 
body of an unidentified murder victim near Nuevo 
Laredo. 


SCOUT AWARDS — Bishop Leo T. Maher was 


presented with a Silver Beaver award by the San 
Diego County Boy Scouts Council, its highest 
award. Others receiving the awards were Ralph 
Sattes of St. Catherine Laboure parish and Connie 
O’Connell of St. Didacus Church. 


SHARPLY CRITICAL — An Irish 
parliamentary delegation from Dublin recently 
visisted El Salvador and sharply critcized the 
government’s human rights record and U.S. policy 
toward that government. The coming elections there 
are ‘‘nothing more than a farce,’’ said their 96-page 
report, which also placed the blame on the country’s 
“security forces’’ for most of the 30,000 civilian 
deaths there in the past two years. 


MAJOR IMPACT —The Catholic Church “‘by its 
very existence’’ has a major impact on world affairs, 
said former Secretary of State Henry Kissinger in 
Denver. Kissinger,, a professor at Washington’s 
Jesuit-run Georgetown University, called the 
Church an “‘eternal institution’? and a major voice 
for peace in the world today, and Pope John Paul a 
key source of strength in Poland, which is 
overwhelmingly Roman Catholic, but officially 
atheistic and Communistic. 

INFORMED — More than 100 Christian and 
Jewish leaders met in Washington Feb. 9-10 to 
engage in what one participant called the ‘‘morality 
of being informed’? about U.S. defense policy. 
“Religious leaders should enter -into debate and 
discussion with the military, political, medical and 
scientific leadership to bring a moral vision 
to...public policy,’’ said Auxiliary Bishop P. Francis 
Murphy of Baltimore, the leading Roman Catholic 
participant at the conference. 


HIGH COST — According to U.S. insurance 
companies, losses to churches and synagogues at a 
national level exceed $1.5 billion annually. Both 
houses of the Florida legislature are currently 
considering a measure which would make it a felony 
to ‘“‘deface, tamper with or commit criminal 
mischief to a place of worship.”’ 


CLOSINGS PROTESTED — Catholics in 


Northern Ireland have collected 295,000 signatures , 


in opposition to a British government proposal to 
close Ulster’s only two Catholic teacher training 
colleges. The government plans to merge the two 
Catholic schools into a state teacher training college, 
and the bishops have charged that the move is a 
threat to all Catholic education in Northern Ireland. 
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PARENT RIGHTS — Rules proposed by the 
Reagan administration would require federally 
funded family-planning clinics to notify parents 
within 10 days when their teenage children receive 
prescriptions for contraceptives. Richard S. 
Schweiker, secretary of health and human services, 
said the rules would encourage ‘‘family 
involvement’’ in teenage contraceptive decisions. 


‘SACRAMENTAL FRAMEWORK’ — Pope 
John Paul II’s planned visit ‘to Great Britain this 
spring will be within a ‘‘sacramental framework’’ 
and ‘‘will provide fresh impetus toward visible 
Christian unity, both with the Anglican Church and 
all other Christian bodies in our land,’’ said 
Cardinal George Basil Hume of Westminster. ‘The 
pope will come as pastor and bishop on a spiritual 
mission,’’ he wrote. 


CATHOLIC-METHODIST — Participants in 
an official United Methodist-Roman Catholic 
dialogue found considerable agreement on the 
structure of the Eucharistic celebration but 
differences in understanding of the parts of that 
celebration and of various elements of Eucharistic 
doctrine. The result of their dialogue was issued in a 
19-page report by the U.S. bishops’ Committee for 
Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs. 


NO MEETING —Internal conflict among the 
leaders of several Moslem sects in northern Nigeria 
is the reason why a planned meeting with Pope John 
Paul II did not take place Feb. 14. Official sources 
said the cancellation was for ‘‘security reasons,’’ but 
local sources said the Moslems could not settle on 
who should represent them, which could have led to 
an embarrassing situation. 


SUPPORT URGED — The U:S. Catholic 
Conference, the action agency of the American 
bishops, is urging. bishops in the South and 
Southwest to support renewal of the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act, now under attack in Congress. The law 
must be renewed by August 1982 to remain in effect, 
but opponents are hoping to delay action until after 
it expires.

Reagan misses mark on 
tuition tax credit relief

WASHINGTON (NC) — 


President Reagan’s brief mention of 


tuition tax credits in his budget failed 
to meet ‘‘either the expectations of 
tuition tax credit supporters or the 
repeated commitments of the admin- 
istration,’ said Father Daniel F. 
Hoye, newly appointed general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 


The presidential budget includes 
the words: “‘Later in the year, the 
administration will transmit to the 
congress a plan to implement a 
program of tax credits for families of 
tuition-paying students.’’ 

IN HIS FIRST public statement 
since replacing Archbishop Thomas 
C. Kelly, who now heads the 
Louisville,- Ky., archdiocese, Father 
Hoye said the statment gives only 
limited encouragement to tax credit 
supporters, and that ‘‘the failure to 


_ make provision now for tax credits is 


troubling.”’ 

Father Hoye noted that Reagan has 
said publicly and explicitly that he 
supports tax credits and that he would 
work for enabling legislation.. 

“I do not doubt the president’s 
sincerity, and I realize the difficult 
fiscal problems his administration

confronts. But the relatively minor 
revenue loss represented by tuition 
tax credits does not provide grounds 
for continued inaction on a matter of 
equity and vital importance to 
millions of parents,’’ said Father 
Hoye. 

ARCHBISHOP James A. Hickey 
of Washington has written to every 
member of congress to get their 
support for the Packwood-Moynihan 
bill (S. 550) which would give parents 
at least modest tax relief, allowing 
them to receive a credit for half of 
their children’s tuition costs, up to 
$500. 


“‘Nearly 72 percent of inner-city 
non-public school children are from 
families with incomes of $15,000 or 
less, ’’ said Archbishop Hickey, and 
“‘as education expenses rise, these 
families will be denied the right to 
choose non-public schooling unless 
they receive tax relief.”’ 


Msgr. John Meyers, president of 
the National Catholic Educational 
Association, said: ‘‘Despite this 
repetition of the president’s promise 
to send a tax credit plan to congress, 
we are asked again to wait, this time 
until ‘later in the year.’ it is already 
past the time.”’

Incarnation: all of creation 
made beautiful in God’s Son 


I remember my poetry professor, during my freshman 
year at the Peabody campus of Vanderbilt University, 
startling his class by asking us ‘‘Why do only Catholics and 
Episcopalians write really good religious poetry?”’ 


He then went on to mention the Anglican poets George 
Herbert, John Donne, and Henry Vaughn, as well as the 
Catholic Robert Southwell, St. John of the Cross, and 
Gerard Manley Hopkins. I remember adding the name 
Dante Alighieri. Then the talk went on to other things. 


But the professor had made his point: there is something 
about the ‘‘catholic’’ approach to Christianity that 
encourages poetry — encourages, in fact, the expression of 
religious truth in every form of art. What is this ‘‘catholic’’ 
factor? 


Speaking only for the Roman Catholic Church, and not 
in any way detracting from other Christian traditions, I 
would say that the ‘‘catholic’’ factor can best be described 
as an intense awareness of the incarnation of God the Son, 
the Second Person of the Blessed Trinity. This awareness 
permeates our understanding of our religion from the very 
roots — and colors even the way we look at reality. 


We understand our religion as reverberating down 
through the ages with the impact of the tremendous news: 
God did become a human being. Some of our ancestors in the 
faith died for this truth — to confess Jesus as God was an 
act of treason against the Roman state religion of worship 
of Caesar. 


For two centuries after the age of the martyrs, the 
Church hammered out on the bitter anvil of heresy the 
doctrines of Christ’s divinity and of our Lady’s role as 
Mother of God. Yet, to those early heretics, the truth of 
God’s incarnation was a too tremendously good piece of 
news to be believed. There had to be a “‘catch’’ in it 
somewhere. Like Jesus’ first hearers, “‘they found Him too 
much for them.”’ 


But it was all true: God the Son did become a human 
being. Therefore, our approach to His mysteries is 
“*catholic.’? We are a Church which teaches that Christ is 
truly present in the Eucharist; that the Mass is the 
representation of His sacifice on Calvary; that salvation is 
to be found in material signs (sacraments) administered by 
sinful human beings. 


Some of us pray by passing beads through our fingers as 
we say words because we know how the body often needs 
““‘busy work’’ so the soul can be quietly with God. Others 
of us pause before pictures of the journey of Christ to 


_ Calvary and pray. We venerate some holy people as saints 


— they are our extended family system, because all of us 
are made one family through Christ’s incarnation. We use 
candles in our religious services, and salt, fire, incense, 
bread, water, and wine. Enveloped in flesh as we are, we 
believe in being very ‘‘fleshy’’ in our approach to God. 
After all, He approached us that way. 


Our moral teaching echoes this respect for human flesh. 
As Catholics, we respect all human life, because our God 
became a human being and was not afraid to call us His 
brothers and sisters. 


Because He looks even now through our eyes, we see all 
He has made as holy: sun, moon, stars, mud, rocks, trees, 
flowers, animals, birds, fish — the whole of creation. His 
eyes rested on and blessed them all. 


And finally, because we are Catholics, we are not afraid 
to handle clay, stone, or paint or to frame melodic sounds 
or spin out words that attempt to describe what our religion 
means to us.

‘42,000,000 abortions’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
condemned abortion and called for greater attention to the 
needs of the elderly. 


“In a society that is sick with selfishness and intimately 
pervaded by the disquieting turmoil of death, it is 
necessary for Christians to maintain their attention to life 
at a high level,’’ said the pope in a noon angelus talk from 
his apartment window overlooking St. Peter’s Square. 


The pope, urging Christians to open their hearts to ‘‘the 
needy human being, wherever he or she is called to 
existence, is born, lives, suffers, works, becomes ill, ages 
and dies,’’ expressed special concern for the elderly. 


“‘Life is always a gift,’’ Pope John Paul said. ‘‘Life is a 
gift because it springs from the love of a father,’’ he added. 
“In every life, even if just conceived, even if weak and 
suffering, the Christian recognizes the ‘yes’ that God has 
revealed to him once and for always.’’ 


“I wish to confirm the very serious obligation to protect, 
respect, promote, defend life in all its phases, from that of 
conception to that of old age,’’ he said in his homily during 
an afternoon visit to the Redemptorist-run San Gioacchino 
parish in Rome. : 


Bishop Costanzo Micci, president of the Italian bishops’ 
Commission for the Family, cited U.S. abortion statistics 
to illustrate the ‘‘material and moral dangers’’ facing 
Christians today. 

In the United States 12 million abortions have been 
performed since 1973, seven times higher than the number 
of U.S. soldiers killed in battle in all wars, he said.

To spread the ‘Good News’ 


The Diocesan Pastoral Council can also be called the 
Bishop’s Council (similar to what the parish council can be 
to the pastor). As an official advisory body to the bishop of 
the diocese, the DPC is unique because it is the only such 
body that includes priests, Religious and laity. 

In the early ’60s during Vatican Council II, the bishops 
and theologians concluded that the laity needed to become 
more involved in the Church, that Christ’s command ‘“‘go 
and teach all nations’’ was addressed to everyone and not 
just to the bishops, priests and Religious. It was also felt 
that the laity — gifted, educated, experienced — could do 
much to bring the ‘‘Good News’’ to many. 


The question was how? The answer: councils, at all 
levels — local, regional (deanery) and diocesan, made up 
of laity, clergy and Religious, sharing their vision of the 
Church and together working to meet the needs and solve 
the problems. 


Bishop Maher arrived in San Diego in 1969. Shortly 
thereafter he called for a diocesan synod. From 1972-75 an 
intensive study was made of the needs and desires of all the 
people. Everyone was given a chance to speak. The 
response from the grassroots was most gratifying. Several 
ideas and plans emerged, were refined, subsequently 
approved by the bishop, became Church policy and were 
implemented. One such plan was that every parish have a 
parish council and the diocese have a diocesan council or 
DPC. 


The DPC met for the first time in September 1976, and 
has continued to meet four times each year ever since, 
These five-and-one-half years have been at times painful to 
the impatient, satisfying to those aware of the growth and 
maturity taking place, and challenging — to continue the 
growth and the working together to spread the ‘‘Good 
News’’ of Jesus.

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Everything passes but not entirely 


I have always wanted to own a good camera. Not 
that I am a good photographer, not by any means! 
But there are so many moments of passing beauty, 
so many fleeting effects of light and color I long to 
hold on to but cannot. The little instamatic that is 
my first and only camera produces quite effective 
general views and snapshots but never manages to 
capture adequately the brilliance and vivid drama of 
our sunsets, nor the extraordinary clarity of the early 
morning light. 


It is, I suppose, a fault of my nature that urges me 
to try to hold what is ephemeral and possess for 
myself what cannot really be possessed. Or maybe it 
is just the yearning common: to humanity in our 
search for the transcendent. There is in all of us an 
instinctive impulse to lift a significant moment from 
its time frame and imbue it with a kind of immor- 
tality, to record it on film or canvas or in print, or 
even in a more concrete memorial, so that we may 
relive and enjoy it again and again. 


AND YET, EVEN the best reproduction is only 
that — a reproduction. The photograph or painting 
or poetic description gives us only the image, not the 
essence. What gives them the power to move and

excite us is the remembered experience of the 
moment they recall — or of similar moments. 


It is not so much the light I want to record and 
hoard, as the effect it had on me. The times of awe 
and wonder are what we hate to allow to slip out of 
our grasp, those instants when unexpected beauty 
touches and wounds us somehow and we seem 
brushed by an element of the divine. And because 
we all are drawn to search for heightened awareness 
and a clearer consciousness, these moments are 
precious as glimpses into a different dimension of 
living, a less familiar side of ourselves, a spiritual 
stirring and stretching. 

Was Jesus responding to such a human emotion at 
the Last Supper when He broke bread and said to 
the disciples, ‘‘Do this in memory of me,” I 
wonder? Was that a moment of such overwhelming 
love and oneness, of such spiritual beauty that they 
hated to see it pass, and He, knowing how soon it 
would pass, gave them a way to remember, to record 
and relive it, over and over again? Certainly, He 
called them to recollection. 

AND SO, THROUGH the centuries, that 
moment has come down to us to be re-experienced 
and re-savored, time and again, week after week, 


day after day. But there is a difference. Unlike our 
other memorials, the Eucharist re-presents the 
essence, the spirit of the-Last Supper and the death 
and resurrection of Christ, rather than merely 
preserving the image. 


In another sense, though, the parallel pertains. 
Our perception of the meaning of the Eucharist, its 
impact on us, whether we are moved and touched, 
relates directly to our personal experience of Christ. 
If we have little or no relationship with Him, the 
Eucharist will have as little impact as a picture that 
has hung on our walls for years. It is there, a part of 
our life, but we no longer look into it with any degree 
of perceptivity, nor search out the mind behind the 
paintstrokes. 


If we have come to know the tender generosity of 
Christ’s love and learned to respond with our own, 
the Eucharist will always suggest a lover’s tryst. 
What we find will not be the same as the experience 
of the disciples in the upper room that day so long 
ago, but it will be similar enough for us to know 
what it is to rest in the presence of Christ and eat the 
bread He breaks for us, and knowing, to feel the 
reality deep within ourselves.

The Sunday Readings

February 21, 1982, Seventh Sunday in Ordinary 
Time. Isaiah 43:18-19, 21-22, 24-25; 2 
Corinthians 1:18-22; Mark 2:1-12. 

Lent begins this week with Ash Wednesday, and 
we will not resume the cycle of Ordinary Time again 
until May 30, Pentecost Sunday (Ninth Week). 
Until then, the liturgy will take us through five 
Lenten Sundays, Holy Week and the seven Sundays 
of Easter. 


Our readings for this Sunday are good preparation 
for the penitential season about to begin. Speaking 
for the Lord, Isaiah tells the people of Israel that 
they are to forget their past offenses in light of the 
coming Messianic restoration. 


THERE IS A profound message of hope in these 
passages from the great prophet. Though they 
wander in a barren, arid desert — for which we may 
read our own sinfulness and estrangement from God 
— the people will be refreshed with water from the 
Lord Himself — which, for us, are streams of living 
water, of grace.

These are probably not the headlines you will see 
in the Catholic press. First, because many Catholics 
would just not respond that way. The Catholic press 
must tell it as it zs. It cannot indulge in fantasy; it 
cannot evade the truth. It does speak about human 
beings, who though they are Christians and 
Catholics, exhibit the failings, the weaknesses and 
the faults of their fellow humans. When the Catholic 

- press does not do this, when it would try to provide a 
screen of false optimism to deny the sometimes 
unhappy truth of the happenings in the Church, it 
would fail in its responsibility. 


The proverb goes: No one welcomes the 


messenger who brings bad news. Is that why the 
Catholic press is not esteemed enough in the 
Church? The Catholic papers do not bring bad 
news, even if they occasionally show religious 
leaders and people as fallible, culpable, capable of 
wrong decisions. The Catholic press brings good 
news, The Good News, that despite the weaknesses of 
humans, this is a Church made up of real people. 
Which is why Christ’s message of hope, of resur- 
rection, of renewal, must still be heard. 


LAITY, PRIESTS and Religious must insist that 
the Catholic press fulfills its task. Yet at the same 
time we must accept the fact that we have a respon- 
sibility here. We must support that way of telling the 
Faith, even if we make sacrifices for it. There must 
always be one headline behind all the others in the 
Catholic press: ‘‘And Jesus said, ‘Fear not, I have 
overcome the world.’’’

with the people’s sins, will wipe them out and 
‘remember them no more. This act of reconciliation 


’ is finally and perfectly fulfilled by Jesus’ sacrificial 


death on the cross, a redemptive event we share in 
through faith and sacramental participation in the 
life of the Church. 

Our second reading is from St. Paul’s second 
letter to the Church at Corinth, and we will continue 
reading it once Ordinary Time resumes, until the 
Fourteenth Week. 

THE CORINTHIANS were at times a difficult 
lot to contend with, and Paul reminds them that his 
promises, like those of the Lord, are to be received 
with confidence: there is no ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no’’ with 
God, who is constant in His word, and so it is with 
Paul himself. 


God fulfills His promises in Christ. Not only that, 
He has ‘‘established’’ us, ‘‘anointed’’ and ‘‘sealed’’ 


us in His Son. Jesus is God’s ‘‘Amen’’ to us, and we © 


return our ‘‘Amen’’ to the Father through Him. 
This is the pattern of all prayer, especially that of the 
Eucharist, the prayer which makes the Church! 


St. Mark gives us Jesus’ first run-in with the 


religious powers that be in our Gospel reading. The 
faith of the crowds in Capernaum is so great that 
Jesus is simply mobbed, and four men carrying a 
paralyzed friend must lower him through a hole cut 
in a roof. 


THE MAN, THE CROWD, everyone expects a 
miracle, a cure. Jesus cures the man of his sins 
instead, and the scribes scream ‘‘Blasphemy!,”’ 
because only God can forgive sin. Jesus asks if it is 


easier to say your sins are forgiven or tell a cripple to 
walk? 


Then in one stupendous moment He tells the man 
to walk, and he does. Jesus confirms His identity as 
the ‘‘Son of Man’’ (a messianic title from the Book 
of Daniel) who ‘‘has authority on earth to forgive 
sins.’’? The crowd leaves, giving praise to God. 

We might draw several inferences here, most 
importantly that the saving Word is addressed more 
to our spiritual selves than our physical selves, 
although we see miracles and cures even in our own 
day. But even more to the point, the crowd praises 
God for what He has done in their midst. How often 
do we do the same?

‘*Poland cannot become an arsenal 
of bloody confrontation,’’ Archbishop 
Jozef Glemp of Warsaw and Gniezno, 
primate of Poland, declared in a 
homily Feb. 7 at St. Stanislaus 
Church, the parish church of Poles in 
Rome. 


“‘We have to find accord,’ and 
dialogue is ‘‘the unique way”’ to solve 
Poland’s ills, he said. ‘‘We have faith 
that with the help of God, we can 
explain the causes of our anger to 
each other in a dialogue and not by 
force...Jesus did not condemn. There 
are not the good and the completely 
bad. The Church does not want any 
one of us to foment wrath.’’ 

IF THEIR rhetoric and strategy 
had changed, however, the goals of 
the pope and the Polish bishops 
clearly had not. 

Archbishop Glemp declared that 
thére must be dialogue between the 
government and Solidarity and 
expressed a conviction that ‘‘a place 
will be found for Solidarity, as there is 
a place for the Church’’ in Polish 
society. 

While the Polish bishops were in 
Rome, the text of a Jan. 19 letter by 
their country’s 26 bishops to the 
government was released. It declared 
that ‘‘there cannot be any political 
solution in Poland without 
Solidarity’’ and any attempt to set up

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American couple serves on Roman Curia

ST. LOUIS (NC) — Brad and Janet Rigdon are 
the only American couple, and one of only two 
couples in the world, who are members of a major 
Vatican agency. 


Each year for the past three years they have 
travelled to Rome to attend meetings as members of 
the Pontifical Council for the Laity and the 
Committee for the Family, which last year was 
upgraded to the Pontifical Council for the Family. 


THE RIGDONS AND a Colombian couple, 
Armando and Stella Cifuentes, are the only 
husband-wife teams to hold membership in a 
department of the Roman Curia, the Church’s 
central administration. 


Their presence on the councils for the laity and 
the family is ‘‘more than a passing commentary on 
the importance of family life’’ in the Church, said 
the Rigdons. 

They said they can make assumptions but don’t 
really know why they were chosen four years ago by 
Pope Paul VI to work on the two agencies. 


THEY HAD ATTENDED a World 
Consultation for the Laity in Rome in 1975, and 
they had been active in the Marriage Encounter 
movement for about 10 years at the time they were 
selected. As national officers of Marriage Encounter 
they had reorganized the movement along diocesan 
lines in order to increase the organization’s contact 
with local bishops and diocesan structures. 


Rigdon said their commitment to lay activism as 
service to the Church and through Church 
structures may have been behind their being chosen 
for the Vatican agencies. ‘‘After a while someone 
notices,’’ he said. 

The Rigdons said that it takes a lot of homework 
to stay on top of the issues and be effective members 
of the council, but it is worth it. 


‘SWE REALLY ARE listened to,’’ said Mrs. 
Rigdon. ‘‘That has been the biggest thrill for us, to 
know that we’ve had the opportunity to meet 
cardinals and bishops that we would never have had 
before, and we really have experienced that these 
people care.”’ 

Rigdon said the two Vatican agencies, both 
formed after the Second Vatican Council, “‘are a 
tremendous vote of confidence of the Church at all 
levels in the basic goodness of the experience of 
marriage and family life and a real desire to 


incorporate that experience.’’ 


At the annual meeting of the Pontifical Council 
for the Laity four months ago, Pope John Paul II 
told the council that work, culture and the family are 
the three priorities of his pontificate because ‘‘those 
are the things that involve people’s lives,’’ Rigdon 
said. 

HE SAID ONE OF the main topics of the 
meeting was the pope’s recent encyclical, On Human 
Work. He said the council urged expansion of the 
pope’s ideas on the role and responsibility of the 
‘indirect employer’’ in the world of work. Under 
the term ‘“‘indirect employer’? the pope included 
national and international economic systems and 
agreements, government policies, labor unions and 
union contracts, multinational corporations, and 
other agents or institutions that determine or 
influence an employer’s labor policy and the 
conditions of workers for better or for worse. 


The council ‘‘also encouraged and requested 
some addition on his (the pope’s) views of getting 
out of the classic description of labor vs. capital, of 
technology vs. labor, because he seems to be clearly 
saying that is the wrong question,’’ said Rigdon. 

That subject is ‘‘critical, especially in 
Catholicity,’’ said Rigdon. ‘“‘We came out of the 
Church of the poor for so long that we still tend to 
think of ourselves as the Church of the worker, as 
opposed to the church of the employer or those who 
are investing in things rather than actually making 
things. He clearly does not see us that way so we 
have to maybe upgrade our practice.”’ 

OTHER TOPICS AT THE meeting, the 
Rigdons said, included the role of women, the role of 
priests in lay associations, youth and a proposed 
international youth center in Rome, and the 
handicapped. 

The Rigdons, who have been married 21 years 
and have four children, are Missourians by birth 
and just recently returned to St. Joseph Parish in 
Manchester, a St. Louis suburb, after five years in 
California. 


BECAUSE OF THEIR recent move they have 
not yet become involved again in local Church 
activities but hope to do so soon.

Cardinal Cooke: self defense a ‘right’ 


NEW YORK (NC) — At a World Day of Peace 
celebration in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York said Pope John Paul I 
has taught that nations have a right to self-defense. 


‘“‘The Holy Father tells us,’’ the cardinal said 
Feb. 10, that ‘‘people have a right to protect their 
existence and freedom by proportionate means 
against an unjust aggressor.” 

CARDINAL COOKE, military vicar for the 
United States, has been criticized by some New 
York clergymen, Religious and lay people for stating 
that the possession of nuclear weapons is morally 
tolerable. 

With many Communist and Third World 
diplomats from the United Nations listening, the 
cardinal said the pope’s World Day of Peace 
message ‘‘must be seen in the background of 
international tensions and with a realistic awareness 
of plans based on aggression, domination and the 
manipulation of others.’’ 

Welcoming the congregation made up of 
ambassadors to the United Nations and staffs of 
U.N. delegations to the world organization, 
Cardinal Cooke said it is Pope John Paul’s 
conviction that ‘‘peace in its innermost reality 
belongs to the essentially human order.” 

Quoting from the pope’s World Day of Peace 
message, the cardinal said: ‘‘Peace is of a rational 
and moral nature, the fruit of truth and virtue.. .and 
is directed toward the common good to be attained 
in truth, justice and love.”’ 


U.N. SECRETARY GENERAL Javier Perez de 
Cuellar of Peru, who identified himself as ‘‘a 
Christian,’’ said that ‘‘peace is not merely a moral 
ideal, but the essential condition for human freedom 
and creativity.” 


_ ‘*We are here today,’’ Perez de Cuellar said, “‘as 


participants in the eternal pilgrimage of peace. Our 
destination is a world in which nations will contend, 


_not against one another, but against the dangers 


common to humanity and civilizations.”’ 


He continued: ‘‘Indeed, without peace, without 
having forged the kind of societies which do away 
with violence and greed, there may be no protection 
for fundamental human rights. Moreover, without 
peace, there can be no freedom from fear. This basic 
freedom, so necessary for sustaining the human 
spirit, is denied to us as long as the world is haunted 
by war.”’ ’ 


PEREZ DE CUELLAR described peace as a 
condition in which countries not only refrain from 
the threat or use of force in international relations, 
but engage in international cooperation in solving 
economic, social, cultural and humanitarian 
problems. ‘“To pursue peace is also to go beyond the 
overt manifestation of imbalance and to tackle the 
root causes of conflict and disparities,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
is to pursue the goal of bringing about greater equity 
‘n international economic relations and of 
establishing conditions in which human dignity will 
be fully upheld and respected.”’ 


Cardinal Cooke took the occasion to announce 
that a recently opened center for prayer and study 
for peace in New York was named after Pope John 
Paul Il. “‘It is being established in order to beg 
God’s help to solve problems that are beyond our 
mere human powers, to bring an end to the 
sufferings of war,’’ he said. ‘‘At the same time, it is 
our intention to utilize our finest resources of spirit 
and intellect to call on scientists, scholars and others 
to study and plan and pray to help the world achieve

Many years ago-I dropped in on a 
friend who had just moved into a new 
home. I came in through the kitchen 
bearing the dinner I had prepared for 
her family. The house was silent. No 
one seemed to be around. 


Then I saw my friend standing in 
the middle of her living room, holding 
a small painting in her hand: She 
stood totally still, almost as if in 
prayer. -Indeed, that was the 
situation. For my friend told me that 
she considered organizing her new 
home a participation in God’s 
creativity. 

I’VE THOUGHT about that 
incident many times. It illustrates for 
me the relation that should exist 
between one’s inner life and one’s 
work. 


Then there is May Sarton, a poet 
and novelist now in her 70s. What is 
striking about her perception of work 
is the connection she makes between 
the life she has chosen, a life of 
solitude centered on home and nature 
and inner reflection, and the work of 
being a writer. 


Such connections, I believe, are the 
heart of the questions surrounding 
work. How does the work we. do 
connect with our values, with our 
inner selves or with the welfare of 
society? Those who discover the 
connections have found, I think, the 
secret of true work. 


THROUGH THE ages, work has 


been recognized as an essential factor 
in human life and growth. St. 
Benedict integrated work within his 
vision for the monastic life. Manual 
labor, the arts, the study of theology 
and the human sciences all found 
expression in his Rule of Life. Even 
prayer together, the pulse of the 
monastery, is called the ‘‘work of 
God.”’ 


More recently, Pope John Paul II 
spoke about the human character of 
work in an encyclical: The value of 
work lies in the fact that the one doing 
it is a person. The pope emphasized 
that work is for the person, not the 
reverse. 


In an earlier agricultural period, a 
man or a woman may first have 
planted, then tended the crops, and 
finally harvested the fruits. They saw 
the results of their labor. Today, in a 
post-industrial age, machines often do 
what used to be the work of human 
hands. 


IN JAPAN, for example, robot- 


like machines directed by computers - 
have replaced human workers in some 


jobs. This has many implications. It 
can take a toll on the job market, for 
one thing. 


We also are beginning to witness 
the plight of some men and women 
who cannot in conscience continue to 
work in their current situation. 
Pacifists decide not to work where 
armaments are manufactured. Others 
decide to leave situations where 


discrimination prevails. And yet...to 
work is human. How does one begin 
to ponder the dilemmas of work? 

I THINK it is important to 
distinguish between work and jobs. 
Work gives meaning and purpose to 
one’s life. So, a musician’s work is 


playing the flute or the piano. The 


Catholic Workers who live among the 
poor and work for justice recognize 
these actions as their work. 


The care of children is work. 
Obviously, there is the physical side: 
cooking and disciplining and 
cleaning. But beyond those externals, 
parents also spend time with their 
children. 


Plumbers and apple pickers - and 
office managers also know they have 
certain gifts and skills that flow into 
their outer life, their work.

As much as 
many people are dissatisfied with their jobs, the necessity of work becomes 
all too apparent if they are suddenly unemployed. 


BUT WHAT OF the persons who 
find little or no true work in their 
daily jobs? Even that can have 
meaning. 

Some people I know who are 
frustrated in their careers find 
satisfaction and fulfillment in 
applying their skills and experience 
elsewhere, in churches and in civic 
communities. Work therefore. finds 
expression in a kind of lay ministry. 

Others are able convincingly to link 

the difficulties of their labors with the 
mystery of the cross. The pope, in his 
encyclical on work, reminded people 
that ‘‘Christ is now at’ work in 
people’s hearts through the power of 
his Spirit.’’ 
PERHAPS THAT central reference 
can help all of us to give ourselves, 
generously, to the work of our hands, 
our minds, our spirits. 


Work: we may hate it, but we can’t do without it

For adults, a majority of the waking 
hours are preoccupied with work. 
Many people spend roughly 40 hours 
a week at work, perhaps an hour or 
two commuting each day, and often 
many extra hours at home catching 
up with undone work-related tasks. 


For most people, then, work forms 
a backdrop against which their lives 
are played out. Sometimes this is 
captured succinctly in movies or on 
television. Remember Ralph 
Kramden of TV’s The Honeymooners? 
A bus driver by trade, Kramden and 
his best friend, Ed Norton, a sanitary 
engineer, often parlayed everyday 
work-related situations into hilarious 
comedy scenes. Often their scrapes 
and triumphs reflected accurately the 
true experience of many viewers. 


PEOPLE COMPLAIN about 
work; they chafe at the restrictions 
work places on them. Yet work is 
essential in life. They might not be 
happy without it. 

In the children’s classic by Louisa 
May Alcott, Little Women, that is 


brought home in a revealing episode 
between the four March daughters 
and their mother. Fed up with their 
daily tasks, the girls bombard their 
mother by requesting permission to 
take time off from household duties. 


Finally, worn down, Mrs. March 
agrees to give them a_ holiday, 
warning that she thinks they are 
making a mistake. Significantly, she 
also makes clear to her children that 
she has no intention of taking up the 
slack. What they don’t do won’t get 
done, Mrs. March announces firmly. 


IN THE SOMEWHAT preachy 
fashion of. Little Women, the girls’ 
holiday from work ends in a minor 
disaster. After several days of lolling 
about and doing whatever meets their 
fancy, the March girls find their pet 
bird dead in his cage — dead because 
their holiday also meant not feeding 
their pet. 


A similar lesson on the importance 
of work is hammered home from 
another point of view in the writings 
of authors like F. Scott Fitzgerald who 


wrote so well about the lives of the ~ 


very rich, suggesting how difficult it 
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can be for people to find significance 
in their lives without work. 


The clear message seems to be that 
an endless round of partying and 
enough money to fulfill every whim 
instantly does not necessarily lead to 
happiness. Without work, people may 
have to struggle against great odds to 
find enduring meaning in their lives. 


THEN AGAIN, some people find 
their work so draining that the 
balance in their lives begins to disinte- 
grate. They no longer can separate 


the concerns of their work from their 


responsibilities at home. 


People who work in social services, 
education or medicine, sometimes 
find the heavy demands of their jobs 
can lead to depression or to what 
some psychologists describe as a 
feeling of being burnt-out. As a result, 
some institutions today are making 
special efforts to help workers adjust 
to work-related tensions. 


Some hospitals even offer special 
counselling for medical personnel who 
find themselves increasingly less able 
to cope with the constant pain and 
suffering of their patients. 


ALSO, PARISHES and colleges 
often offer courses or workshops on 
the problems associated with being 
overloaded at work. 


In today’s society, many people 
change careers several times during 
their adult life. There can be a variety 
of reasons for doing so. But often the 
reason is that a person is looking for 
more meaning in life — and that 
involves looking for more meaning in 
work. 


One thinks, for example, of the 
accounts heard every so often from 
executives with large corporations 


. who, after years of constant traveling 


and long hours away from their 
families, decide to switch to an 
entirely different kind of work. 


EVEN IF THE switch means 
taking a large cut in pay, some decide 
that what is more important is being 
available to their families and gaining 
a more balanced and reasonable work 
schedule. 


Different people have different 
questions about work. But whatever 
the questions, for most people work of 
some kind is intimately bound up with 
life’s meaning.

As a newcomer, you would think it 
an ordinary Saturday evening Mass 
— the kind often held in a_school hall. 
There are young adults attending, 
some older people and a lot of 
children, with the noisy exuberance 
children always bring. 

The priest, tall and smiling, is 
flanked by two altar servers — and 
they would give you the first clue that 
this is. not an ordinary Saturday 
evening Mass. Both have the broad 
faces and broader smiles typical of 
Down’s syndrome, or Mongolism. 


AS YOU LOOK around, you 
would see that many children there 
have similar features. Some children 


. are in wheelchairs or braces; still 


others are in the arms of adults, 
though they are obviously more than 
two-years-old. 


Each child, you would notice, is 
accompanied by an adult. As the 
Mass progresses, you’d come to 
understand what is happening here: 
this worshipping community is very 
special, made up of people from a 
home for special children, supervised 
and run by special adults. 


We used to call places like this 
‘‘homes for the retarded,’’ or, more 
recently, ‘“‘homes for exceptional 
children.’’ This one simply is called a 


Inside Mark’s Gospel 


Parable of

LUDhree!s different epreachers 
explaining the same parable to three 
separate congregations would 


probably proceed in three different 


- ways. 


Parables, by nature, are open-end- 
ed, able to be applied to all sorts of 
circumstances. The way they are 
applied would not be quite the same 
in an inner-city parish and a rural 
parish. 

THE PARABLE of the Sower in 
Chapter 4 of Mark’s Gospel is an 
excellent example of this. The original 
meaning of the parable apparently 
was about the amazing success of the 
preaching of God’s word in spite of 
obstacles and setbacks. 


An allegory is not the same as a 
parable. An allegory is a story, not 
necessarily true to life, in which each 
detail signifies something else. 
Sometimes Jesus mixed a bit of 
allegory into His parables, as in the 
Parable of the Prodigal Son, where 
the father obviously stands for God 
and the wayward son for the sinner 
whom God reconciles to Himself. 


More often, however, the lesson in 
a parable was conveyed by the story 
as a whole. The details in the parable 
have no particular meaning in 
themselves — they are simply part of 
a good story. 

A LATER generation of Chris- 
tians, however, might take a parable 
and use it to make a point rather 
different from the original one, 
applying the parable to its own 
situation. In this process, the parable 
might become an allegory, each detail 
recelving special attention. 

In Mark, that happens when he 
applies the Parable of the Sower. It is 
not a smooth application, however. In 
verse 14 the seed is identified as the 
word: ‘‘What the sower is sowing is 


‘‘home’’ — and so it is! 

IF YOU TOOK the time to get to 
know Misericordia Home in Chicago, 
you’d appreciate that this weekly 
Mass is a kind of mirror of what 
happens there. Life at Misericordia is 
characterized by love, and based in 
faith. 


You would notice how varied these 
children are. Some are quite grown- 
up and_  self-possessed, despite 
physical handicaps; some are not. 
Some are calm and quiet; some are 
hyperactive and noisy. 


They are very much individuals — 
and treated as such. At Mass, they 
are expected to behave so as not to 
disturb others — but they can sit or 
stand, join in the singing or just 
listen, sit with the adults or with the 
children. 


AS YOU GOT to know 
Misericordia, you would notice that 
some adults with the children are 
volunteers. They range from teen- 
agers who arrange picnics and games 
to foster-grandmothers who come in 
to help feed the children or just to hold 
and caress the younger ones. 


In. common with most of the 
professional staff, the volunteers have 
grown to see what they do as much 
more than just ‘‘helping the 
handicapped.’’ Many have grasped 
what Jean Vanier, the Canadian

the word.’’ But, in the very next 
verse, the seed stands for some people 


- who hear the word: ‘‘Those on the 


path are the ones to whom, as soon as 
they hear the word, Satan comes to 
carry off what was sown in them.”’’ 


Once the transition is made, the 
seeds falling on different ground are 
made to designate various types of 
Christians who hear the preaching of 
the Good News: : 


e Some accept it joyfully at first, 
but don’t allow it to sink deep roots in 
their lives. When the going gets 
difficult they give up. 


© Others allow all the preoccupa- 
tions of society to choke off the word 
before it can bear fruit. 


® Others not only listen, ‘they 
really take the Gospel message to 
heart and nurture it. 


Mark’s interpretation of this 


parable reflects the actual situation in . 


the early Church and its experience in 
preaching the word. What was a 
simple story that communicated a 
single point has become an allegory. 


Throughout Chapter 4 Mark’s 
emphasis is on listening and hearing. 
The parable is introduced by the 
admonition: ‘‘Listen carefully to 
this.”’ It ends with “‘Let him who has 
ears to hear, hear.”’ 


FINALLY, FOLLOWING. his 
explanation of the parable, Mark lists 
a short collection of wisdom sayings 
which make the same point: ‘‘Listen 
carefully to what you hear.”’ 


_ These sayings take their meaning 
from. the context in which Mark has 
put them. “‘Is a lamp acquired to be 
put under a bushel basket or hidden 
under a bed?’’ For Mark, the lamp is 
the message of Jesus; it is meant to 
shine forth and illumine. 

Such a saying points to the respon- 
sibility the Christian community has 
to teach,

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‘Jesus belongs to all,’ 


say bishops in pastoral 


SANTA FE, N.M. (NC) — “‘Jesus 
Christ belongs to all people...He is 
indeed incarnate in every country, in 
all cultures and races and ethnic 
groups,’’ said the bishops of the Santa 
Fe province in a pastoral letter which 
decried racism as a ‘‘sinful, 
scandalous mentality.”’ 


The pastoral letter was titled The 
Southwest: A Confluence of Cultures — A 
Challenge for Christians. Ethnic groups 


~ in the Santa Fe area are Americans of 


European descent, (locally known as 
Anglos), Mexicans and Indians. In 
the pastoral the bishops said: 


‘‘PERHAPS THE most pressing 
demand the confluence of ethnic 
cultures will place upon us is our 
attitude about racism. It has been said 
that we live in a racist milieu and that 
racism is a national plague. No one 
who is a poor, dark-skinned Hispanic 
needs to be told about the impact of 
living in a racist society. Nor does a 
Native American. We must also 
acknowledge racism’s detrimental 
effect on the racist as well. Racism, 
like poverty, represents a_ sinful, 
scandalous mentality that must be a 
top priority for our pastoral 
ministry.” 

Recalling that 1981 was the 50th 
anniversary of Pope Pius XI’s 
encyclical Quadragesimo Anno (40 Years 
After) and the 450th anniversary of 
the apparitions of the Blessed Virgin 
as Our Lady of Guadalupe at 
Tepeyac in Mexico, the bishops said 


500 fetuses dumped 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los Angeles 
called on the conscience of the 
community to respond to the deaths of 
500 unborn children, whose corpses 
were discovered on Feb. 6 in a 
repossessed storage container being 
unloaded near the harbor. 


Each of the aborted fetuses ‘‘is the 


* result of a decision of the mother not 


to give birth to this human life,” 
Cardinal Manning said. ‘‘In denying 
life to their child, they have also 
denied motherhood. All the maternal 
instincts, all the creative dignity of 
their sex, the nobility of the 
cooperation with the Author of life are 


smothered and immersed in 
formaldehyde.”’ 
The aborted fetuses were 


discovered in a storage container 
repossessed from a firm called 
Medical Analytic Laboratory. 
Coroners’ investigators are seeking to 
determine if any criminal violations 
are involved.

concerned about the poor. 


The. bishops of the province of 
Santa Fe include: Archbishop Robert 
F. Sanchez of Santa Fe; Bishop

POPE PIUS XI, they recalled, 
said ‘‘the function of the state is to 
watch over the common good,’’ but 
he added a critical qualifier: ‘“‘In 
protecting the rights of private 
individuals, chief consideration ought 
to be given to the weak and the 
poor.”’ 

‘*The Church’s predilection for the 
poor,”’ the bishops continued, ‘‘is not 
to be understood as canonization of a 
social class or offering assurance to a 


' group of their entrance into the 


kingdom. Jesus’ message offers no 
such guarantee such as _ blanket 
salvation for the poor and condem- 
nation for the rich. Rather, salvation 
is the work of each individual through 
God’s saving grace, not the result of 
group membership. 


“However, the Church’s prefer- 
ential option for the poor is real and 
has deep social and religious implica- 
tions. According to the Bible, poverty 
is a scandalous condition that does 
violence to human dignity and contra- 
dicts the will of God.’’ 


RECALLING THE teaching of 


Pope John Paul II that ‘‘Jesus will 
identify himself with the disinherited 
— the sick, the imprisoned, the 
hungry, the lonely — who have been 
helped,’’ the bishops said: ‘‘The 
profound truth that flows from this 
biblical insight is that we find the 
Lord in our encounters with men and 
women, especially those who are 
poor, marginal and exploited.”’ 


The bishops continued: ‘“The 
presence of poverty in the world is a 
condition of humankind, but the way 
in which persons with choices respond 
can be individually decisive. 
Therefore, the Church’s predilection 
for persons who are poor or oppressed 
has two specific consequences, one 
social and the other religious. First, 
the social consequences. Persons with 
choices and, therefore, with power, 
can do something to ameliorate the 
human condition for those in need, 
and thereby contribute to the human 
development of the impoverished. 
Second, the religious consequences.

program.”’ 

It wasn’t until 12 years ago that an 
Hispanic was even named a bishop in 
the American Church, said Martinez, 
who added that San Diego is fortunate 
to have Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
Chavez as vicar for the Spanish- 
speaking. Funding for programs at a 
diocesan level has been ‘“‘very 
generous,’’ said Sister Alicia, and 
‘the bishop (Maher) has been 
sensitive to our needs. But there is 
resistance at the parish level.’’ 


But at the same time, all agreed, 
neither is the local picture totally 
negative: what has happened in San 
Diego over the past few years could 
also be a model for other dioceses in 
fulfilling the vision for Hispanic 
ministry which the bishops have 
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adopted. 


‘*THE BISHOP has taken steps to 
form a real Catholic Church. We 
don’t feel like outsiders,’’ said Father 
Rene. ‘‘Bishop Maher is concerned to 
keep this (Catholic) unity, not set up a 


separate Church for the Spanish- 


speaking. We need to unify ourselves 
and our ministry to Hispanics.”’ 


The bottom line, however, is that 
unity does not mean uniformity, but a 
recognition of the pluralistic cultural 
makeup of San Diego’s Catholic 
population said Medina-Flores. ‘‘By 
our own faith and our own participa- 
tion we can enrich the whole 
Church.’’ 


As in so many other areas, noted 
Martinez, the bishops are often way 
ahead of most Catholics on a number 
of issues. ‘‘It remains to be seen how 
the people of our diocese respond to 
the leadership of Bishops Maher and 
Chavez.’’

EI Salvador holds Sisters’ killers 


SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador (NC) — ‘‘Our 
stand is for true justice in the case,’’ said Bishop 
Arturo Rivera Damas after El Salvador’s civilian- 
military government accused six members of the 
National Guard of the 1980 murder .of four 
American churchwomen. 


“‘T can say that justice must follow its course-by 
giving each one what each one deserves. What I am 
saying is that the guilty should not be absolved or the 
innocent condemned,”’ said Bishop Rivera Damas, 
apostolic administrator of San Salvador, the 
archdiocese where the killings took place Dec. 2, 
1980. 


JUDGE BERNARDO RAUDA Murcia Feb. 10 
identified the accused men as Luis Antonio 
Colindres, Francisco Orlando Contreras Recinos, 
Jose Roberto Canjura, Carlos Joaquin Contreras 
Palacios, Daniel Canales and Salvador Rivera 
Franco. A National Guard officer said Rivera 
Franco was a member of the patrol that stopped the 
women’s van near the international airport the day 
they were murdered. 


Maryknoll Sisters Ita Ford and Maura Clarke 


- were returning that night from a pastoral meeting in 


Nicaragua and were met at the airport by Ursuline 
Sister Dorothy Kazel and lay missionary Jean 
Donovan. The four, who had received death threats 
while working in poor rural communities, were shot 
dead. Two were sexually assaulted. The van was 
burned and the bodies were buried in a shallow 
grave near a roadside at Santiago Nonualco. They 
were found by peasants two days later. 


The National Guardsmen were arraigned Feb. 10 
in the civilian court of Zacatecoluca, which has 
jurisdiction over the site of the murder. Under 
Salvadoran law, the judge had 72 hours in which to 
consider the evidence and decide either to charge the 


men formally, hold them for further investigation or 


release all or some of them. 


A MILITARY COMMISSION appointed to 
investigate the murders at the prodding of the 
church, the relatives of the slain women and the 
U.S. government said 14 months after the crime that 
it had gathered enough evidence to start a trial. 


Relatives and Church groups in the United States 
complained about the slow pace of the investigation 
and the lack of government response to queries 
about its progress. 


(The New York Times reported Feb. 11 that a 
brother of the slain women said the long time that 
elapsed between the crime and the arraignment was 
an indication that high-ranking members of the 
Salvadoran military were involved. The accused are 


_in the low ranks of the National Guard.) 


BISHOP RIVERA DAMAS said in_ his 
comments the next day: ‘‘We said it before and 
repeat it now. In a country where the courts do not

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function for justice’s sake — which is the proper 
channel to keep citizens within the law — no one can 
pretend to have its inhabitants living as brothers or 
as sisters. Justice undone undermines social peace.”’ 


The slaying of the four missionaries has become a 
key factor in the debate over U.S. military aid to El 
Salvador. One of the conditions for aid set by 
Congress last December was that there should be 


progress in the investigation. Shortly after the 
murders all aid was suspended for several weeks. 


The FBI, which helped in the investigation at the 
request of Salvadoran authorities, provided some 
evidence. Most of the evidence is contained in a 
56-page report by the military, still unpublished. A 
tire, a yellow automobile jack and a burgundy skirt 
taken at the site of the murder were presented to the 
civilian court. A National Guard spokesman said a 
seventh person in the case, Julio Cesar Valle, 
“‘could not be found.’’ The Guard expelled all the 
accused one hour before surrendering them to Judge 
Rauda. 


Guatemala: wrong men convicted? 


OKLAHOMA CITY (NC) — Archbishop 
Charles A. Salatka of Oklahoma City has called the 
conviction of three men in Guatemala for the 1981 
murder of Father Stanley Rother a ‘‘miscarriage of 
justice.’’ , 

“‘T think the conviction is a miscarriage of justice 
and the actual killers remain unarrested and 
unconvicted,’’ the archbishop said when he learned 
that the men had been convicted. 


FATHER ROTHER, A priest of the Oklahoma 
City Archdiocese, was working as a missionary in 
Santiago Atitlan, Guatemala, when he was killed by 
three masked men last July 28. 


Church sources in Guatemala said the killers were 
right-wing terrorists who were not from Santiago 
Atitlan, but the government arrested three local men 
and said they killed the priest during a burglary 
attempt at his rectory. 


Recently the three men, Juan Quigu Caj, Miguel 
Mendoza Tezun and Esteban Cochi Lienda, were 
convicted of the killing by a Guatemalan court and 
were sentenced to eight years in prison and fined 


$2,000. 


AT THE. TIME of Father Rother’s death, 
Church sources and officials of the U.S. embassy in 
Guatemala said that three tall, masked men shot the 
U.S. missionary at the rectory after forcing his 
assistant to show them where he was. The three who 
were arrested are short and, like most of the people 
of the area, are Tzutuhil Indians who speak broken 
Spanish. According to the Church sources, the 
Spanish spoken by the killers indicated that they 
were outsiders. 

In October Archbishop Salatka wrote to the State 
Department in Washington that during his visit to 
Santiago Atitlan he had gathered evidence that the 
government’s suspects were not implicated in the 
murder. 
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“I am writing this letter to state that Francisco 
Bocel, the person who saw the three masked 
murderers and who personally knows the suspects, 
has testified in the presence of four persons, myself 
included, that the suspects are definitely not the 
murderers,’’ the archbishop wrote. 


BOCEL COULD NOT testify during the long 
judiciary process since he went into hiding shortly 
after the murder and eventually left the country 
along with his brother Father Pedro Bocel, who was 
the assistant to Father Rother. 

(In Washington Kate Marshall, a spokeswoman 
for the State Department, said that the department 
had heard that there were persons outside 
Guatemala who had evidence to offer for the trial 
and said that such testimony ‘‘certainly should be 


considered.”’ 
(She said the State Department hoped that ‘‘such 


persons will present themselves to the Guatemalan 
embassy”’ to present their testimony. 

(BUT SHE DECLINED to comment on the 
conviction of the three men by Guatemala, saying it 
would be ‘‘inappropriate for us to comment at this 
point’’ since the case is still subject to appeal. 

(In Guatemala City an official at the American 
embassy said the defense lawyer was bringing the 
sentences to an appeal court in Antigua. 
Archdiocesan authorities said they were still pressing 
for an investigation by the judiciary.)

ONITSHA, Nigeria (NC) — On

Legal aid: Church, Reagan at odds 


Among its myriad proposals for new budget cuts 
the Reagan administration is repeating one major 
proposal on which it lost last year: termination of the 
Legal Services Corporation, the nation’s legal aid 
program for the poor. 


Last year President Reagan proposed that, 
instead of a federal program, states should fund legal 
services, if they want, with a social services block 
grant. But Congress, while rubber stamping almost 
everything else the president proposed, balked on 
legal services. 


THIS YEAR REAGAN is again proposing 
termination of the program. And he’s asking 
Congress not to wait for the beginning of the new 
fiscal year Oct. 1, but to cut off funds effective 
March 31, when the continuing resolution which is 
currently funding the program expires. There’s little 
evidence to suggest that Congress will change its 
mind and go along. 


Continuation of the Legal Services Corporation, 
which funds more than 300 agencies giving free legal 
assistance to the poor, was strongly supported by the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, public policy arm of the 
U.S. bishops, in testimony before a House 
subcommittee last year. 


Msgr. Francis J+ Lally, the USCC’s secretary for 
social development and world peace, said that 
Catholic social tradition holds that certain rights, 
such as the right to food, shelter and medical care, 
are essential to basic human dignity. But without 
legal services, he said, some of America’s poor 
would be denied those basic necessities. 


‘“‘THEIR ACCESS TO these basic rights 
frequently -depends on their access to the legal 
system itself,’’ he said. 


Reagan argued last year, and repeated his 
contention this year, that the nation’s 500,000 
attorneys can and should do more to fulfill what he 
called their ‘‘ethical obligation’’ to provide legal 
services for the poor. 

He also argued that new trends in the legal 
profession, such as advertising and greater 
competition, will increase the availability of low-cost 
legal services to people who previously could not 
afford a lawyer. 


-_ MSGR. LALLY ARGUED however, that the 
poor did not have access to justice prior to the 
establishment of government programs such as the 
Legal Services Corporation, ‘‘and there is little 
evidence to believe that new sources of funds will 
materialize if the federal government withdraws its 
support.” 


He also maintained that ‘‘too many of us have 
experienced the sometimes inhumane grinding 
wheels of bureaucracy’’ to believe that there won't 
be times when the poor need such legal services. As 
an example he*¢ited the case of a widow on Social 
Security who afnost lost her home to foreclosure 


because of a a. at the bank that could only be- 


settled by an attorney. 

Judging frora the debates and votes which took 
place on Reagan’s proposal last year, Congress 
generally supports the program. What Congress has 
objected to, though, are cases in which legal aid

attorneys have championed such issues as 
homosexual and abortion rights for their poor 
clients. Because of that, both the House and Senate 
last year passed restrictions prohibiting, for 
instance, legal aid attorneys from litigating abortion 
cases except when the life of the mother would be 
endangered. 


“I DO NOT BELIEVE that we must do away 
with the corporation. I know that it continues to help 
many people, especially senior citizens,’’ said Sen. 
Lawton Chiles (D-Fla.) in a remark fairly typical of 
congressional feelings about the program. He went 
on to say that some legal aid attorneys have gone too 
far in filing class action suits, and said safeguards 
against such abuses would help protect the program 
from its critics. 


With that kind of support it seems unlikely that 
Congress will go along with Reagan’s second 
attempt to end the program. While there could be 
another reduction in funding like the nearly $100 
million cut which the program suffered last year, the 
Legal Services Corporation seems to have enough 


‘support to keep it running as a national program.

NATIONAL CITY — ‘‘What profit is it if a man 
were to gain the entire world and lose his soul?’’ 
Jesus once asked. The answer is ‘‘none,”’ and it is 
brought home forcefully in Christopher Marlowe’s 
Doctor Faustus, the Elizabethan drama which is 
currently in production at the Lamb’s Players 
Theatre through March 13. 


Under Robert Smyth’s direction, the dark spirits 

{ struggling for possession of John Faustus’ immortal 

} soul come alive through mime, mood, music and a 
pervasive aura of gloom; because the theatre itself is 

_ both small and in-the-round, the audience can share 
in that battle. 


E _ JAMES WEBB plays Faustus, who rejects law 
and medicine and theology in favor of the blacker 
arts. Encircled by the signs of heaven and hell, he 
conjures up Mephistophilis, Lucifer’s faithful 
servant. That same circle becomes an arena where 
Faustus, torn between salvation and damnation, has 
his final encounter with Mephistophilis. 


Webb is always good, but in the final scene is even 
better. ‘‘I do repent, yet I do despair,’’ he cries out 
in his anguish. ‘‘The serpent that tested Eve may be 
pardoned, but not Faustus.”’ 


James Goffard is a newcomer to the Lamb’s 
Players. As Mephistophilis, the fallen spirit who 
comes to Faustus in the robes of a monk, he skillfully 
displays what Hannah Arendt termed the ‘‘banality 
of evil.’ He is almost charming, too eager to please, 
but always about his master’s business and the 
ultimate realist.
